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RECC and HES set boundary lines, sign agreement

Being able to visualize boundary 
lines through GPS (Global Positioning 
System) has resulted in an agreement 
being reached between Hickman-Ful- 
ton Counties RECC (HFRECC) and 
Hickman Electric System (HES). This 
agreement, noting territory division 
lines, is almost four decades in the 
making. 

Both entities decided it was time 
to work toward an agreement benefi¬ 
cial to both parties after another inci¬ 
dent raised a boundary line question. 
HFRECC President & CEO Greg Gris¬ 
som and HES Manager Dale Vowell 
decided it was time to meet at the ta¬ 
ble and reach an agreement instead of 
fighting about it. They felt it was time 
to become partners and work together 
in cooperation. 

Grissom, Vowell, and chairmen, at¬ 
torneys and some board members were 
present Thursday, July 25 when the of¬ 
ficial agreement was signed. “We now 
have an operating agreement identify¬ 
ing each other’s specific service territo¬ 
ries,” stated Grissom. 

“In Kentucky it is not a customer 
choice when it comes up as an issue,” 
stated RECC Attorney Rick Major. 
“Years ago the state tried to get every¬ 
body to have maps and boundaries, but 
it never happened. So when something 
was close to a dispute about boundary 
lines it caused problems and ended up 
causing hurt feelings or resulted in a 
lawsuit.” 

Before GPS, a survey crew would 
have had to walk the areas both HES 
and HFRECC’s service to determine 
the boundary lines in order to know

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who should provide the service for 
an incoming customer. HFRECC ser¬ 
vice 704 miles of line and HES has 63 
miles. Before GPS, landmarks were 
utilized to define where that meander¬ 
ing line went. Not any more. 

“When you have a customer who 
decides to locate here in Hickman (and 
the surrounding area) they want to 


know who is going to serve them,” stat¬ 
ed Dale Vowell HES Manager. “Now 
we know where the lines are.” 

“The agreement takes away any in¬ 
centive for either entity to serve a load 
more than the other along the specified 
boundary lines,” added HFRECC At¬ 
torney Rick Major. “It puts them both 


on equal footings.” 

Robert Nerren, Chairman for HES 
and a member of the board for over 20 
years, complimented both managers 
for their efforts. “Without their coop¬ 
eration between the two of them (Vow¬ 
ell and Grissom), this would not have 
come to pass,” he said. “I have been 


on the board 20+ years and I have seen 
this battle many times.” 

Nerren also noted that at times it got 
to be ridiculous. “I am proud of the 
two managers because they really did a 
great job of bringing the two boards to¬ 
gether, working it out,” added Nerren. 

“We signed a boundary agreement 
with Fulton Electric in 2006,” noted 
David Kimbell, Chairman for RECC. 
“We saw how easy that agreement was 
reached with GPS. There wasn’t any 
reason not to do it here in Hickman.” 

Kimbell also mentioned that an agree¬ 
ment was reached with the Bardwell 
Electric System in 2010 as well. 

“This has been a long time com¬ 
ing. We have been in existence since 
1937 and we have never had a work¬ 
ing boundary agreement with Hickman 
Electric System,” explained Grissom. 
“We are very pleased to be a partner 
with HES and pleased for our consum¬ 
ers and member-owners to know that 
this is something we have put in the 
past.” 

From an economic development per¬ 
spective it gives both entities a much 
clearer road map of how to move for¬ 
ward. “As commercial and industrial 
prospects move to locate within the ser¬ 
vice areas that are served by HFRECC 
or HES we now know exactly where 
we stand,” Grissom added. 

The Territory Division Line which 
divides the two retail electric service

Work begins on floating 
walkway at Riverport

Easier barge access will be possible 
once Atlas Equipment Services installs 
a floating walkway to and from barges 
for the Hickman-Fulton County 
Riverport Authority (HFCRA). A 
Kentucky Transportation Department 
grant, which is a 50/50 matching grant, 
is assisting with the funding of this 
project. 

“They should start installing the 
bridge next week,” stated Port Director 
Greg Curlin on Tuesday, July 23 during 
the 2 p.m. afternoon meeting. “They 
have been waiting for the river levels 
to drop so they can begin installing the 
equipment.” 

The Port is financially responsible 
for half of the project costs. “We cashed 
in a certificate of deposit to meet our 
monetary portion of the grant,” stated 
Curlin. 

Last year’s drought, which devastated 
the area’s corn crop and the low water 


levels in the harbor, forced the Port to 
shut down for several weeks. These 
contributing factors have Port officials 
tightening their belt whenever they 
can. 

“Our maintenance expenses were 
up last year,” Curlin added. “Most of 
these expenses can be attributed to the 
crane.” 

“Last year was a bad year,” reiterated 
Vice-Chairman Mike Taylor. 

Things are looking up for the port 
with the close of the 2012-2013 fiscal 
year. “We did put through quite a bit of 
wheat,” stated Curlin. It wasn’t enough 
to rebound completely. The port moved 
57 barges less during the 2013 fiscal 
year when compared to the 2012 fiscal 
year. 

Curlin, always looking for new 
business and wanting to keep the Port 
and the Hickman Harbor on everyone’s 
minds, has been on the road.

KSP charges Dildine with Criminal Attempt 
to Commit Murder of a Police Officer 


On Friday, July 26, the Kentucky 
State Police (KSP) extradited Keith 
Edmund Dildine, 56, of Fulton, Ky., 
from Shelby County, Tennessee back 
to Kentucky. 

Dildine was involved in a shooting 
incident on July 7, 

2013 when Fulton 
Police Department 
and South Fulton 
Police Department 
Officers responded 
to a shots fired com¬ 
plaint at the Royal 
Ridge Apartments 
in Fulton. 

The investiga¬ 
tion, thus far, has 
revealed that Dildine exited his apart¬ 
ment and fired at local law enforcement 
officers with a handgun before KSP 


Senior Trooper Mark Franklin returned 
fire, striking Dildine multiple times. 

At the time of the incident Dildine 
was transported to the Regional Medi¬ 
cal Center in Fulton, and later airlift¬ 
ed to the MED Hospital in Memphis, 
Tenn. Dildine was released from the 
hospital last week, and taken into cus¬ 
tody by Memphis Police Department, 
before being turned over to the Shelby 
County (TN) Sheriff’s Department. 

Dildine has been charged by KSP 
with two (2) counts of Criminal At¬ 
tempt to Commit Murder of a Police 
Officer. He was lodged in the Fulton 
County Detention Center on July 26. 
Dildine’s bond has been set at $200,000 
cash. 

The investigation is continuing by 
the KSP. 



Fulton County could gain 
an automotive industry

Back in February 2013 news sur¬ 
faced that MVP Group Internation¬ 
al, Inc. would be locating in Fulton 
County bringing the possibility of 150 
new jobs. The Kentucky Cabinet for 
Economic Development had a hand 
in making this a reality, along with the 
Fulton County and Hickman County 
Economic Development Partnership 
(EDP). 

This week, coming off the news 
that nearby Union City, Tenn., would 
be losing more jobs with the eventual 
closing of Innovative Hearth Products 
(Lennox plant), we learn that Fulton 
County could once again have another 
company locate here. Bringing the pos¬ 
sibility of 120 jobs, with average wages 
at around 17 dollars an hour. 

On Monday, July 28 and again on 
Tuesday, July 29 Eddie Crittendon, Ex¬ 
ecutive Director for EDP in Fulton and 
Hickman counties met with county rep¬ 
resentative of the Fulton County Fiscal 
Court and the Fulton County Indus¬ 
trial Development Authority (FCIDA) 
taking steps to possibly bring Kayser 
Automotive Systems USA to Fulton 
County. 

The Fiscal Court agreed to take ac¬ 
tion on a Memorandum of Agreement 
on the “Project Solid Gray,” after a 
closed session with Crittendon during 
a special called meeting of the Court. 

Then on Tuesday Crittendon met 
with members of FCIDA and others, 
which included Fulton County Judge/ 
Executive David Gallagher, Lee Ann 
Hobbs, Dan Voegeli, Chris Rodgers, 
Greg Grissom, and Roger Kephart tak¬ 
ing additional action in the, sometimes, 
long proess. During the brief meeting 
FCIDA authorization was granted for

County jobless rates released, 
Fulton County sits at 17% 

FRANKFORT, Ky. (July 25, 2013) - Unemployment rates 
increased in 88 Kentucky counties between June 2012 and June 
2013, while 26 county rates fell and six stayed the same, according 
to the Kentucky Office of Employment and Training, an agency of 
the Kentucky Education and Workforce Development Cabinet. 

Woodford County recorded the lowest jobless rate in the 
Commonwealth at 6.5 percent. It was followed by Boone and 
Oldham counties, 6.9 percent each; Fayette and Scott counties, 7.1 
percent each; Anderson County, 7.3 percent; Kenton and Simpson 
counties, 7.4 percent each; and Campbell, Hancock, Larue, Shelby 
and Spencer counties, 7.5 percent each. 

Magoffin County recorded the state’s highest unemployment rate 
— 18.5 percent. It was followed by Harlan County, 17.9 percent; 
Leslie County, 17.3 percent; Fulton County, 17 percent; Letcher 
County, 16.9 percent; Knott County, 15.9 percent; Bell County, 15.5 
percent; Jackson County, 14.8 percent; Wolfe County, 14.6 percent; 
and McCreary County, 14.2 percent. 

Unemployment statistics are based on estimates and are compiled 
to measure trends rather than actually to count people working. 
Civilian labor force statistics include non-military workers and 
unemployed Kentuckians who are actively seeking work. They 
do not include unemployed Kentuckians who have not looked for 
employment within the past four weeks. The statistics in this news 
release are not seasonally adjusted because of the small sample size 
for each county. The data should only be compared to the same 
month in previous years.

Mangold Road culvert project is 
awarded to Coffey Construction 


Through the years the LaClede changes has many times 


Harold Coffey Construction 
Company in Hickman, Ky., was 
the only bidder for the Mangold 
Road culvert replacement proj¬ 
ect. On Monday, July 29, the 
Fulton County Fiscal Court met 
in special session to review the 
bid. 

Being the lone bid, the bid 
was accepted in the amount 
of $115,600. Funding for the 
project is from an 80/20 match 
grant with a maximum draw of 
$80,000. The Fiscal Court will 
be responsible for the remaining 
$35,600. 

Magistrates present for the 


meeting did briefly discuss the 
possibility of constructing a 
bridge at the location. Accord¬ 
ing to Dennis Warner, Road Su¬ 
pervisor, the cost of a bridge is 
estimated at $160,000. 

Once the bid was approved, 
Warner did request that the 
project be completed as soon as 
possible. “We need the project 
completed as soon as possible,” 
he said. “Another four inch rain 
and we could lose the entire 
road.” 

Preferred deadline set on the 
project has been set at Septem¬ 
ber 15,2013.

Means pay athletes beyond 
value of a college athletic 
scholarship. 

Two years ago the NCAA 
floated the figure $2,000-a- 
season for scholarship football 
players. If adopted, fans are 
certain to hear a howl go up from 
basketball coaches. And, the 
ACLU will clamor for Title IX 
equal pay for female athletes. 

In recent years the media herd 
sitting for free on press row 
has bellowed righteously how 
universities rake in millions and 
exploit athletes who get nothing 
for their services. Sniff. 

So, what exactly does 
Thousand Yards Bert and 
JumpShot Ernie and their pals 
get from college these days? 

A USA Today analysis found 
that “a typical player receives 
at least $120,000 annually 
in goods, services and future 
earnings” for his work on the 
field or in the arena.

the National Register of Historic 
Places with the National Park 
Service details conditions of the 
hotel at various times, including 
the following excerpts on the 
LaClede and other building 
structures in Hickman: 

“Between 1900 and 1915, 
the commercial area of the city 
expanded to the west along 
Exchange Street and Main 
Street. Several one and two-story 
commercial buildings remain 
from this period and have large 
store fronts of wood and glass 
and upper facade detailing such 
as rectangular windows, sheet 
metal decoration, and corbelled 
brickwork. 

“After 1915, construction in 
the commercial area ceased and 
no major commercial buildings 
were built until after World 
War II. The replacement of 
older residences with modern 
structures continued in the 
residential section during the 
1920s with numerous Bungalow 
and Craftsman styles built.

“With the coming of the 
Depression in the 1930s 
residential and commercial 
construction came to a halt. The 
only major building projects 
completed in this decade 
were financed by the federal 
government. These projects 
included the construction of 
the United States Post Office 
on Jackson Street in 1938, 
which was built in the Colonial 
Revival style, and the building 
of the Courthouse steps which, 
connected the downtown area 
with the courthouse at the top 
of the bluff. Both projects 
were undertaken by the Works 
Progress Administration. 

Another important project of 
the 1930s was the construction 
of the Hickman seawall north 
of Clinton Street. The six foot 
high concrete seawall was built 
to prevent flooding in the lower 
Hickman area but also served 
to separate the Clinton Street 
buildings from the waterfront. 

“Since 1940 construction in 
the district has been limited. 
The Ritz Theater built ca. 1948 
on Jackson Street and the South 
Central Bell Office at 300 
Union Street are the only major 
buildings which have been 
erected in the commercial area.

“LaClede Hotel, 101-111 
Clinton Street (FUH-22): 3 story 
brick, 11 bay, U-shaped plan, 
ca. 1898 hotel and commercial 
building. On the main (N) facade 
is a central 3 story entrance bay 
which projects slightly from 
the main facade. The first story 
has a keyhole arched opening 
with a recessed entrance door 
of glass light and frame. Above 
the entrance is a 2 story arched 
opening framed in brick with 
1/1 light wood sash windows 
on both the second and third 
stories and arched fixed light 
windows above the third story. 
Below the second and third 
story windows are decorative 
sheet metal panels. Flanking 
the central entrance bay on each 
side are two storefronts which 
have single or double recessed 
entrance doors of glass light and 
frame, cast iron columns, wood 
frame fixed light windows and 
divided transoms. Remaining 
second and third story windows 
are 1/1 light rectangular wood 
sash with brick relief arching. At 
the roof line is a bracketed sheet 
metal cornice. 

“Following the fires of 1882, 
much of the commercial area 
along Clinton Street was rebuilt 
of one-to-three-story buildings 
with Italianate detailing. These 
buildings were the center of 
Hickman’s commercial activities 
and contained hardware stores, 
saloons, grocery stores, offices, 
and other establishments. The 
Ellison Mercantile Company 
opened by the 1890s and was a 
large department store located 
in five buildings on the south 
side of the street. The LaClede 


Hotel was also widely known 
and its new building constructed 
ca. 1898 was considered the 
finest hotel on the river between 
Cairo and Memphis. The two 
block section of Clinton Street 
from Kentucky to Union Streets 
was the dominant center of 
community commercial activities 
and no other area of the town 
contained substantial numbers 
of commercial buildings. 

“Despite the losses in the 
district, much of the original 
character of the Old Hickman 
Historic District remains and it 
comprises the most significant 
collection of pre-1940 residential 
and commercial architecture 
in the town. Most residences 
continue to be occupied, 
however, new commercial areas 
on the edges of Hickman and 
changing shopping patterns have 
led to a decline in business along 
Clinton and adjacent streets. 
The community is presently 
supporting revitalization efforts 
along Clinton Street to attract 
tourists and bring business back 
to vacant buildings.”

He attended the Kentuckians 
for Better Transportation, 
Kentucky Association of 
Riverports, and the Water 
Transportation Advisory Board 
meetings. “All three meetings 
were held on the same day,” he 
said. “This allowed us to save on 
travel expenses.” 

Curlin was sworn in as a 
member of the board of the 
Waterways Transportation 
Advisory Board, furthering his 
cause of making a name for the 
Port, which is responsible for 
over 300 jobs in Fulton County. 

Making sure there is funding 
available when the harbor needs 
to be dredged and finding a way 
for replacing equipment at the 
port, like the aging crane, are two 
of the issues of major concern 
for Curlin and the port board. 

Curlin is also watching the 
WRDA bill S601. The hope is 
that the $25 million authorization 
by Senate bill S601 will be 
appropriated for small harbor 
dredging by the House of 
Representatives. “For this to 
happen it needs to remain in 
the house bill and then funded,” 
explained Curlin. “We want 
it to go into a separate funded 


authorization for the Corps of 
Engineers, authorizing the Corps 
to take care of small harbor 
dredging along the Mississippi 
River.” 

In the recent past small harbors 
like the one in Hickman are not 
being maintained as they once 
were due to a lack of funding. 
The WRDA bill S601 has been 
created to ensure dredging funds 
are available for all small harbors 
along the Mississippi River. 

Curlin is staying in contact 
with Congressman Ed Whitfield 
in Kentucky and Congressman 
Stephen Fincher in Tennesee 
discussing issues that directly 
affect the port and the still water 
harbor. 

Board members Taylor, 
Secretary Lucas Goodman, John 
Wayne Davie, George A. Jones, 
and David Lattus approved the 
June 2013 operations report. 

The board also met on 
Tuesday, July 2, when they 
approved the May operations 
report. The board voted to go 
into closed session at 3:02 p.m. 
to discuss business and property. 
The HFCRA will meet again in 
regular session on Tuesday, Aug. 
27 at 2 p.m.
